[that I heard from him until this morning, when I heard that he was 
ihot.

REASON FOR FAILURES OF 


CHURCH TO DO SO. 


At the Twenty-third avenue Baptist 


Church yesterday morning the pastor, 
Robert Whltaker, spoke on the words 
addressed to Peter, "Henceforth thou 
shalt catch men." 
. Tha speaker began .by- reciting the 
text five times, putting the emphasis. In 
turn on each word. 


."The difference is merely a matter of 


emphasis; but emphasis IS sometimes in- 
terpretation.," he said. 
"Let me em- 


emphasize tha last word flrst.—MEN.. 
Jesus was not thinking: of sex. 
He 


meant men as distinguished-from flshes, 
not as distinguished from women. 
But 
It is an important fact that Jesua him- 
self was' a man. that his immediate 
apostles were men, and that a large pro- 
porfrm of his followers were men. There 
Is no reason to think that He expected 
.at any time a larger following of women 


is with most of the Oakland - churches. 
As regards • the disproportion of women 
in the churches I think the facts will 
show, that the situation Is worse East 
than West. It Is worse In the country 
than in the city. 
It is worse among 
Protestants than among Catholics. There 
are doubtless exceptions, but .in general 
I thlnk.aH of these statements will stand. 
"The Emperor Julian, a bitter op- 
ponent of' Christianity, sneered that 'the 
Galilean' did indeed most aptly term His 
apostles 'fishers', for 
draws his prey out as the fisherman 
from .the- waters 
where they are free and happy to an 
element In which they cannot breathe, 
but must presently expire, even so did 
these. As If to anticipate such a sneer 
the very word use£ here, and translated 
'catch' means to 'take alive.' Half the 
failure of the church of today to get men 
Is ' due to the Impression that religion 
Is chiefly of value to the dead. We don't 
take men alive, that is we don't make 
them feel the pertinence of " religion to 
life.

But 
because of personal fellowship 
with one who walked a long, 
shadowed way to an early grave, 
I shall always suffer with every 
woman who bears a like burden of 
pain. 


"And I speak also with honest 


and high regard for medical men. 
More chivalrous men I have 
never met. There are more 
heroes among them than among 
the soldiers of today. I respect 
them both for themselves and for 
the noble science they represent. | 


"Yet having said this much, ij 


must also say that the health of 
our women is a disgrace to med- 
ical science, and to the civilization 
of our day. The ironical record 
concerning this woman, who 'had 
suffered many things of many 
physicians, and had spent all that 
she had, and was nothing bet- 
tered, but rather grew worse,' is 
the tragic life story of a shameful 


multitude nineteen centuries later. 
No wonder that fads of healing 
flourish among us. 


"'Your vimmen are all too

robbed, nor with Pearl &:Co..'the firm 
of bankers which had hypothecated with 
the bank the securities that were pur- 
loined. 


WAS TO MARRY. 


He has, for several years, been tlje 


transfer clerk In .one of the best known 
brokerage firms In Wall street. 
He i« 


24 years old and has been regarded by 
his employers and by his friends as a 
model of propriety and honesty. 
His 


position was one of 'responsibility and 
trust. His engagement to a.young wo- 
man well known in society of this city 
was recently announced and he was soon 
to have been married. 


According to the confession.he signed, 


the crime was all his own, from its In-, 
ception to its execution. He. had made 
arrangements to dispose of the stocks 
and bonds which he had stolen, but at 
the time of his arrest not one.of them 
had been hypothecated by blm. 


After he had completed and signed his, 


confession he said that until the mo- 
ment of his arrest he dI4 not deem it! 
possible he could be detected.

STORY OF CRIME. . 


The ambitions of the young man have- 


been great. They led him .to devote the 
greater part of his time not given to 
business to the study of law, and ha- 
would in a short time have been grad-. 
uated from the Columbia Law School. 
He told Captain Mc'Cauley yesterday that 
his crime first cv)me to his mind when 
he began to study how to make it im- 
possible for Just such a theft to be com- 
mitted.

He was present when Pearl & .Co. 


hypothecated the aecuritles upon which 
they obtained a loan of $300,000. 
He 


knew that .the loan was at the rate of 
Interest of 4}£ per cent. Right then he 
determined to take advantage of Ms 
knowledge -of - the-banking routine and 
obtain' possession of the stock shares 
and the bonds which had been used as 
'collateral. ' 
- After having seen the transaction com- 
.pleted. he went to the Hanover National 
.Bank, where fr;>m a desk he picked up 
a pad. of ordinary blank checks. . 


Instead of using a stamp, for the pur- 


pose of numbering the forged check he 
used an ordinary pen and red ink- 


It was not any of his crude methods, 


however, -that biought about the arrest 
of the young forcer. 
He knew that no 


check would be accepted by the teller of 
the National City Bank unless it were 
properly certified. 
Accordingly he. went 


to- an obscure stamp maker, from whom 
he obtained a die suoh as Is used by the 
banks In preparing for the certification 
of checks. It was this die which led to 
his arrest. 


GET A CLUE. 


After all uther dews had teen

hausted the detectives made a -search 
of the city, visttln? every stamp maker 
in each of the several boroughs. It thus 
came about that the description of the 
forger was obtained, • -That . description 
was taken to Wall street, and an attempt 
was made .to fit It tt> some one the;-* 
employed. The right clew was discovered 
and the mau who made the stamo was 
taken, to Wall street and iden'ifted nil 
customer. 


When the young forger gave the ord*»r 


for the certification stamp he directed 
that It should be sent to him. In care o.T 
one of the local branches of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. The cle« 
who delivered the stamp to him marie 
the Identification complete. The arrest 
followed. 


After he questioned his prisoner for 


some .time, Captain McCauley had almost 
concluded' that It would be' impossible to 
persuade .him to make any confession, 
when suddenly the entire attitude of .the 
young man changed. 
••Vlt ; is true, Captain," he -'said, "you 
have me right, I am the man. I got 
the .securities from the National City 
Bank.-. None of them have been disposed 
of.' .1 will return them all. 
I am glad 


that I have been captured. I have been

He. then made a complete statement, 


which was taken down, in writing and 
which he, signed. 
To* Captain McCauley 


he aaid it had not been his desire /at 
any time to commit a crime, but he' aad 
been impelled to show the fallacy of the 
present surface methods of banking.

The sailor managed to free himself

Ordinance No. 16, an ordinance amend- 
ing certain sections of ordinance No. 7, 
entitled- "Establishing a Public Pound 
and Prescribing Powers and Duties of 
the Poundmaster," was Introduced by 
Trustee Frank Critchett, and on motion 
was laid over until the next regular 
meeting.

From the foregoing it is seen that 
some doubt exists among the members 
of the Board themselves and certain tax- 
payers about town of the validity of the 
ordinances..

He has beeogivery particular in 
advising the Trustees,'-he says, that no 
irregularity might creep Into their de- 
liberations, 
On the other hand It Is/averred the 
Board, notwithstanding every precaution 
of themselves as individuals and the ad- 
vice of Mr. Satterwhite, has erred in the 
following particulars: 
1. That a city seal was not provided 
and adopted by the Board at the time of 
organization. 
2. That ordinances were introduced 
and passed the same night of introduc- 
tion, contrary to the provisions of :Sec. 
861 of the general laws of Califonrla. 
3. That on the day the Board was 
organized no time and place was fixed for 
meeting as required by law.

a bridge over which he passed,
